On  March  81,  1917,  your  Special  Assistants  in  the  Connecticut 
State  Military  Census  made  a report  to  you  stating  the  origin, 
planning,  progress  and  development  of  our  State  Military  Census 
which  was  the  first  State  Military  Census  to  have  been  taken  by  any 
state  in  connection  with  the  present  great  conflict. 

As  provided  by  Chapter  136  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1917,  entitled 
‘‘An  Act  amending  an  Act  providing  for  a Census  and  Inventory  of 
the  Resources  of  the  State,"  I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
a report  of  the  Connecticut  State  Military  Census  upon  the  Nurses 
and  Nursing  Resources  of  the  State  as  tabulated  from  the  original 
returns  on  file  in  this  department  on  February  15,  1918. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  here  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  all  those 
who  have  co-operated  in  gathering,  compiling,  and  making  available 
the  following  data  relating  to  the  Nurses  and  Nursing  Resources 
of  our  State.  My  special  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Richard  A.  Perry, 
now  engaged  in  over-sea  service,  and  Miss  R.  Inde  Albaugh,  R.  N., 
Secretary  of  the  Connecticut  State  P>oard  of  Examination  and 
Registration  of  Nurses,  both  enthusiastic  volunteers  in  the  work  of 
our  State  census.

REPORT  ON  MILITARY  CENSUS  OF  THE  NURSES  AND 
OF  THE  NURSING  RESOURCES  OF  CONNECTICUT, 
TO  FEBRUARY  15,  1918 

PURPOSE 

The  original  purpose  of  this  census,  was  to  make  available 
for  immediate  response,  and  place  at  the  command  of  the  State, 
in  large  numbers,  the  skill  and  support  of  those  nurses  best  qualified 
to  assist  in  handling  any  calamity,  or  emergency,  involving  life 
and  health,  that  might  occur  in  our  industrial,  and  economic  centers 
during  a period  of  anticipation  of,  and  preparation  for  war.  The 
necessity  for  making  provision  to  meet  such  exigencies  was  recog- 
nized by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Marcus  H.  Holcomb,  in  the 
provision  for  the  Connecticut  State  Military  Census  of  man  power, 
and  materials,  approved  February  20,  1917,  and  the  first  division 
of  this  census  of  nurses  was  compiled  by,  and  described  to  His  Excel- 
lency by  his  “Special  Assistants  in  the  Military  Census”  in  a special 
report  dated  March  31,  1917. 

A summary  of  this  report  shows  that  nearly  one  thousand 
nurses  responded,  and  were  made  available  to  the  State,  by  listing 
them  in  a card  index,  with  telephone  calls,  and  grouping  them  in 
15  zones  arranged  around  the  cities  and  large  towns,  where  industries, 
and  hospitals  are  located.  \\  hen  these  files  were  transferred  to  the 
State  Library,  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  Librarian,  the  necessary 
work  of  keeping  the  material  available  for  immediate  use  was  con- 
tinued. In  September,  1917,  the  National  Council  of  Defense, 
through  its  Committee  on  Nursing,  to  the  State  Organization  of 
Nurses,  asked  for  a complete  survey  of  all  the  nursing  resources, 
by  states.  ^ \\  hen  this  request  came  to  the  Connecticut  nurses,  the 
work  was  50%  complete,  and  as  our  Governor  had  called  into  action 
the  State  Board  of  Examination  and  Registration  of  Nurses,  in 
outlining  the  methods  for,  and  to  assist  in  compiling  the  original 
census,  then  only  a few  months  old,  the  nurses  were  indeed  fortunate 
to  secure  the  further  support  and  co-operation  of  the  State,  through 
the  Librarian,  and  was  thus  enabled  to  proceed,  without  delay,  and 
without  having  to  do  experimental  work,  under  expert  direction, 
and  with  clerical  assistance  and  equipment  already  organized. 

METHODS 

Printed  forms,  for  all  organizations  and  institutions  with  nursing 
service  were  furnished  by  the  American  Nurses’  Association,  groups 
of  results  of  which  will  be  brought  out  later  in  this  report,  but  all 
printed  forms,  such  as  history  blanks,  index  cards,  and  a code  for 
distinguishing  the  various  departments  of  the  nursing  activities, 
and  its  availability  for  service,  which  was  originated  for  this  purpose 
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by  this  department  of  the  Census  Bureau,  were  used,  rather  than 
those  forms  suggested  by  the  American  Nurses’  Association,  so  as 
not  to  disturb  the  existing  files,  and  to  so  combine  the  material 
already  obtained,  with  that  to  be  acquired,  as  to  present  a map, 
not  alone  of  the  nursing  situation  of  the  State,  but  of  its  availability 
for  service.  The  first  work,  therefore,  was  to  complete  the  field 
already  invaded,  as  our  files  contained  few,  but  registered  nurses, 
and  the  search  in  the  field  was  for  nurses,  registered,  graduate  nurses 
not  registered,  pupil  and  practical  nurses. 

A systematic  canvas  of  the  State  was  necessary,  small  maps 
were  used,  and  the  State  laid  out  in  25  districts,  in  which  were 
grouped  the  several  adjacent  townships,  these  districts  were  tabu- 
lated. using  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  as  a key  to  locate  them.  A 
chairman  for  a voluntary  committee  to  make  the  canvas  was  then 
found  for  each  district,  and  an  outline  for  the  work  including  a 
photostat  copy  of  the  names  of  all  nurses  of  a prescribed  district 
already  in  the  files.  A form  letter  of  instructions,  covering  the 
formation  of  committee,  data  required  for  a mailing  list,  and  sug- 
gestions for  compiling  lists  under  their  separate  divisions,  were  mailed 
to  the  chairman.  When  this  survey  was  completed,  and  a list  of 
the  names  and  addresses  returned  to  the  Military  Census  Bureau, 
the  blanks  required  for  classified  lists  were  mailed  by  the  Census 
Bureau,  with  stamped  return  envelope,  enclosed  to  each  individual. 

A mailing  list  of  organizations  and  institutions  of  the  State 
was  compiled  from  such  available  resources  at  our  command, 
in  the  State  Library,  which  furnished  us  not  only  names,  but  in 
many  instances  recent  statistics.  The  information  obtained  con- 
cerning the  first  division  of  this  group,  is  shown  in  the  following 
summary,  and  is  a direct  result  of  the  questionnaire  returned  by  the 
institutions  represented.

Infant  Welfare — Aside  from  the  12  nurses  doing  Infant 
Welfare  work  as  a department  of  a Public  Health  Organization, 
five  organizations,  employing  seven  registered,  and  five  unregistered 
nurses  are  giving  direct  attention  to  this  department. 
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School  Nursing — Nine  registered,  twelve  unregistered,  and 
eight  practical  nurses  are 'employed  by  the  City,  Town  or  local 
departments  of  health  and  education,  for  school  nursing. 

Orthopedic  Work  — Orthopedic  and  Corrective  Work  is 
carried  on  as  a department  of  seven  Dispensaries  and  Clinics,  employ- 
ing six  nurses,  and  three  physical  culture  specialists. 

Tuberculosis  and  Contagious  — This  department  is  covered 
in  part  by  all  general  visiting  nursing  organizations;  and  eight 
nurses  are  so  employed  under  other  direction,  supplementing  the 
work  ot  the  four  State  and  three  Private  Sanatoria  for  the  segre- 
gation of,  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

Industrial  — Eight  registered  nurses,  thirteen  unregistered, 
and  twenty-four  practical  nurses  now  reported  as  doing  industrial 
nursing  in  its  various  forms  for  the  twenty  corporations  employing 
them.

Availability 

As  the  purpose  of  the  Connecticut  State  Military  Census 
was  not  only  to  ascertain  the  resources  of  the  State,  but  also  to 
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ascertain  their  availability,  the  questionnaire  framed  for  the  Census 
of  Nurses,  and  the  code  adopted,  gives  the  following  results:

Of  the  total  number  of  pupil  nurses  in  training,  approximately 
three-quarters  of  the  number  indicated  their  willingness  to  respond 
for  service  on  completion  of  training. 

Of  the  total  number  of  practical  nurses  enrolled,  approximately 
500  would  be  available  for  supplementary  service  in  our  civil  hospitals 
and  public  health  organization,  if  a demand  came  for  the  release 
of  senior  pupil  nurses. 

RED  CROSS  M USING  SERVICE 

229  registered  nurses  were  enrolled  for  service  on  January  1,  1918. 
Since  that  date  about  125  applications  have  been  fded,  and  are  in 
process  of  enrollment,  many  of  which  have  already  been  called  to 
active  service.  A careful  analysis  of  the  situation  convinces  us  that 
we  can  so  increase  our  enrollment,  as  to  give  to  the  National  Red 
Cross  Nursing  Service  at  least  500  of  our  best  qualified  nurses, 
without  crippling  the  efficiency  of  any  one  of  our  institutions,  and 
organizations,  as  it  is  the  policy  of  our  local  Red  Cross  nursing 
committees  to  draw  extensively  on  the  recent  graduates  in  the 
private  duty  field. 

SYSTEM  OF  FILING  AND  CODE 

The  system  used  in  filing  the  returns  and  correspondence,  and 
the  code  used  to  tabulate  the  results  were  evolved  by  Richard  A. 
Perry  who  was  an  enthusiastic  volunteer  in  the  work  of  the  Cen- 
sus until  his  departure  in  December,  for  over-sea  service. 

All  names  are  arranged  alphabetically  and  by  towns. 

1st  Alphabetical  — All  names  are  indexed  in  alphabetical 
order,  on  cards  containing  name,  address  and  code  number  and  letter. 

2nd  Towns  — A complete  history  card  is  drawn  from  the 
census  blanks  filled  out  and  signed  by  each  individual  concerned, 
and  filed  in  alphabetical  order  in  the  towns  in  which  they  reside. 
The  same  code  number  and  letter  serves  as  a triple  tracer. 

A—  indicates  availability  for  service  in,  or  outside,  the  State. 

B — indicates  availability  for  service  in  State  only. 
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C — indicates  non-availability. 

D - indicates  availability  for  service  outside  the  State  only. 

E — indicates  non-residents. 

PUPIL  NURSES 

The  same  system  exists  in  the  files  of  the  pupil  nurses,  with 
the  following  modifications: 

F — is  used  to  indicate  pupil,  hence 

FA  — indicates  availability  for  service,  in  and  outside  the  State. 
FB  indicates  availability  for  service  in  State  only. 

FC  — indicates  non-availability. 

And  in  this  instance  an  alphabetical  file,  similar  to  that  described 
for  graduate  nurses  is  used,  but  the  history  file  is  arranged,  and 
indexed  under  the  name  of  the  hospital  in  which  the  subject  is 
training,  rather  than  in  towns.  Code  letters,  and  numbers  used  in 
triple  form. 


PRACTICAL  NURSES 

fhe  same  system  is  followed  in  the  practical  nurses  files  — the 
letter  G being  the  key. 

G is  used  to  indicate  a Practical  Nurse. 

GA  indicates  availability  for  service  anywhere. 

GB  indicates  availability  for  service  in  State  only. 

GC  indicates  not  available. 


RED  CROSS  NURSES 

A system  of  ‘ Hags  or  signals”  placed  at  the  center  of  top  of 
card,  yellow  in  color,  indicates  the  nurses  called  for  service.  “Red” 
right  of  center  indicates  nurses  enrolled  for  service,  both  alpha- 
betical and  town  files  are  flagged.

A cross  file  is  used:  arranged  in  towns,  with  the  various  depart- 
ments of  service,  grouped  with  organization  indicated  on  cards  of 
nurses  employed. 

CONCLUSION 

The  material  accumulated  shows  the  approximate  relative 
position  of  the  nursing  resources  of  the  State  to  the  civilian  popu- 
lation, and  while  the  percentages  appear  inadequate  to  the  demands 
of  the  period,  our  figures  compare  very  favorably  with  reports  at 
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present  available  from  other  States.  As  Connecticut  was  the  first 
State  in  the  Union  to  acquire  a census  of  these  resources,  and  as 
near  as  we  can  determine,  the  first  State  to  complete  this  work,  no 
final  comparative  figures  have  been  available.  We  have,  however, 
through  our  professional  agencies,  been  able  to  keep  in  touch  with 
the  progress  in  other  states,  and  obtain  sufficient  data  to  support 
our  claims.  The  co-operation  of  the  Nursing  Organizations  with 
the  State  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  work,  places  the  statistics 
obtained  in  their  proper  place  in  our  State  Resources,  and  em- 
phasizes not  only  our  professional  qualifications  but  our  moral  and 
professional  obligations,  and  desire  to  support  and  co-operate  with 
our  State  and  Nation  in  the  protection  of  the  life  and  health  of  the 
people. 

The  Nursing  Organizations  of  Connecticut,  therefore,  are  to 
be  congratulated  for  grasping  this  opportunity  to  lend  their  moral 
and  financial  support  to  the  work  we  have  aided  our  State  in  accom- 
plishing, and  in  making  accessible  to  all  agencies  much  data  that 
can  be  used  for  the  development  of  this  department  as  a whole,  or 
its  various  divisions  of  service,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  war. 

As  the  one  chosen  to  represent  the  nursing  profession  in  this 
work,  I can  assure  the  State  that  we  not  only  realize  this  to  be  our 
function,  but  our  privilege,  and  our  determination. 

In  order  that  the  nursing  resources  of  the  State  may  be  immed- 
iately available,  so  long  as  the  nation  or  state  may  have  occasion 
to  call  for  the  same,  our  files  are  being  added  to  and  corrected  daily.

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PUBLIC  ACTS  RELATING  TO  THE  CONNECTICUT 
MILITARY  CENSUS  PASSED  BY  THE 
CONNECTICUT  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY,  1917 


CHAPTER  4 

An  Act  providing  for  a Census  and  Inventory  of  the  Resources 
of  the  State. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Assembly  convened: 

Section  j . The  governor  is  authorized  to  cause  to  be  taken 
forthwith,  a census  and  inventory  of  the  resources  of  the  state, 
in  men  and  materials  available  for  use  in  the  event  of  war,  and  the 
information  thereby  secured  shall  be  placed  at  the  service  of  both 
the  state  and  federal  government. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  preparation  of  such  census  and  inventory,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  public  official  in  the  state  to  furnish  to 
the  governor  whatever  information  and  assistance  he  may  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  comptroller  is  directed,  upon  the  request  of  the 
governor,  to  draw  his  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  February  20,  1917. 

CHAPTER  44 

An  Act  directing  the  Governor  to  Assist  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  in  the  Present  Crisis  and  authorizing 
him  to  provide  for  the  Public  Safety. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Assembly  convened: 

Section  1 . The  governor  is  directed  to  render  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  in  the  present  crisis,  any  assistance  within 
the  power  of  the  state;  and  lie  is  authorized,  either  to  that  end  or 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  public  safety,  to  organize  and 
employ  any  and  all  resources  within  the  state,  whether  of  men, 
properties  or  instrumentalities,  and  to  exercise  any  and  all  power 
convenient  or  necessary  in  his  judgment. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  public  official  in  the  state 
to  furnish  to  the  governor  such  information  and  assistance  as  he  may 
require  in  the  execution  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  The  comptroller  is  directed  to  draw  his  order  on  the 
treasurer  for  such  sums  as  the  board  of  control  may  find  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  March  14,  1917. 
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CHAPTER  136 


An  Act  amending  an  Act  providing  for  a Census  and  Inventory 

of  the  Resources  of  the  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 

Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Chapter  4 of  the  public  acts  of  1917  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows:  The  governor  is  authorized  to  cause  to  be  taken 
forthwith  a census  and  inventory  of  the  resources  of  the  state  in 
men  and  materials  available  for  use  in  the  event  of  war,  and  the 
information  thereby  secured  shall  be  placed  at  the  service  of  both 
the  state  and  federal  government.  Said  census  and  inventory,  when 
completed,  shall  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  state  librarian  who 
shall,  at  the  request  of  the  governor,  furnish  therefrom  whatever 
information  may  be  required. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved.  April  13.  1917. 

CHAPTER  145 

An  Act  concerning  Military  Census  Enumeration. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 

Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  give  information 
to  a military  census  enumerator  acting  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  4 of  the  public  acts  of  1917,  or  who  shall  hinder  or  obstruct 
such  enumerator  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  both. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  testify  before  any 
court  regarding,  any  matter  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of 
chapter  4 of  the  public  acts  of  1917,  shall  be  imprisoned  until  he 
shall  testify. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  April  13,  1917. 
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
